But Mr. Hoover is understood 
to believe that the campaign car- 
ried on here to protect the Am- 
erican consumer has the ques- 
tion of a potential American pro- 
duction of rubber on American 
soil. -

was given by Harvey S. Firestone,

1904 _ this ’ American 
and its subsidiaries 
have been engaged in the pro- 
duction of rubber from. wild 
guayule shrub in Central Mexico. 
Our total output has been ap- 
proximately 70,000,000 pounds, 
of which over 8,000,000 was 
produced in 1925. The supply of 
wild shrubis confined to Mexico 
and a small area of the “Big 
Bend” counties of southern 
Texas, nothing even remotely 
similar to it having been found 
anywhere in the world. While it 
naturally reproduces itself from 
seed the sustained output from 
wild sources is not greatly in ex- 
cess of our 1925 prodaction.” 
The basic idea of establishing an | 
American rubber industry appears 
to be to provide means for raising 
this plant in vast quantities in | 
warm climates of the 
States. Though secrecy has shroud- 
ed initial efforts along this line, 
the rubber crisis has apparenily 
let down the bars of secrecy, and 
the government agencies and the 
Intercontinental Company have be- 
gun the work ,of co-operation. 
The expansion of the field plants, 
it is pointed out, shows that one 
acre of relatively young rubber 
plants can be made to yield seed 
for ten acres and one older plant 
acreage yields seed for twenty-five 
acres.
